Steady Retirement of German Right Must Entail a Weakening 
of the Center Elbow That Was Thrown Out Along River 
Oise to Prevent Being Turned—Steady Progress of Left 
Wing Fortifies the Confidence—Diversion in Lorraine 
Proving Ineffectual, Tuetons Now Making Fierce Drive in 
Woevre District. 


Paris, Sept. 24.—The formidable force the Germans threw 
against the allies left is still flinching, according to the official com- 
munciation, under the unrelenting blows of the Franco-English bat- 
tering ram. Even ‘the famous Guards, as in the battle of the Marne, 
are unable to stand the pressure and are giving a little more ground 
évery day. The diversion attempted in Lorraine having proven in- 
effectual, the Germans are now making a fierce drive in the Woevre 
district, northeast of Verdun. The object, no doubt, is to cut-off the 
army operating around Nancy, but the Germans already had tried to 
make an opening between Verdun and Toul, besieging Troyon at the 
Same time, It is doubtful that they will succeed any better this time 
than they did in the former attempt. Nevertheless the manoeuvres 
constitutes a grave menace to the allies, who are resisting desperately 
and have thus far repulsed attacks with heavy losses. 

That the Germans are losing heavily on their right is also at- 
tested by the constant arrival here of prisoners and wounded. Early 
this morning many automobiles were seen with vourded, both Ger- 
man and allies, passing through the streets, but same of these were 
conyalescents returning from the seashore and rejoining their corps. 

The steady progress ot the allies lert fortifies the confidence here. 
This morning’s press is unanimous that the battle of Aisne cannot last 
much longer, for the steady retirement of the German right must en- 
tail a weakening of the center elbow that the Germans threw out 
along the river Oise to prevent being turned.

“We got closer to the other ships— 
the Aboukir and the Hogue—to save 


as many of their men as wo could. 
Someone shouted to me, ‘Look out, sir, 
there is a submarine on our port 
beam,’ I saw her. She was about 400 
yards away, with only her periscope 
showing above the water. I took a 
careful aim with a two-pounder and 
the shot went over her by two yards, 
but that gave me the range. I fired 
again, hit the periscope, and the sub- 
marine disappeared. Then up she 
came again and part of the conning 
tower was visible, I fired another 
shot, smashing the top of the conning 
tower and men standing nearby 
shouted ‘she’s hit,’ then they” let out 
a great cheer as the submarine sank. 

“While she was going down two 
Gerinan sailors floated up, swimming 
hard, by this time we had been struck 


by a torpedo, but the damage was not! 


vital and we should have kept afloat, 
but I saw another submarine on the 
starboard side. We made a desperate 
effort to get her, but failed, and a tor- 
pedo got home in our engine room, 

“Our captain was on the bridge giy- 
ing words of advice to the crew. “Keep 
cool, lads, keep cool.” he said in a 
steady voice. “Pick up a spar, that'll 
help you keep afloat.” That's the last 
I saw of Captain Johnson, 

“Altogether I saw five submarines, 
and although our guns Kept pegging 
away at them only one was hit so far 
as we know.” 

Dougherty says the crews showed a 
grim cheerfulness, even while strug- 
Bling in the sea. “I remember a sea- 
man calling to me that ‘It’s a long 
way to Tipperary,’ and I cried back, 
‘Yes, if you are going to swim’ "

industry, Gold mining, most especially, is recognized as an industry 
which the war does not affect except beneficially. In all the world the 


gold camps will probably feel the effect of the war least of all, for the 
eason that their product, next to food, is the one which the world 
wants most. As a consequence more attention will be turned to the 
mining industry and there will be a more general recognition of the 
fact that mining, rather than a hazardous business, is, when con- 
ducted upon a business-like and honest basis, one of the safest and 


eee 


most certainly profitable businesses in the world. 

Brought tributary to the city of Edmonton by the construction 
of the new railways now just completed in the mountains is a terri- 
tory which fifty years ago had world-wide renown for its gold-pro- 
ducing richness. The Cariboo, Cassiar and Omineca countries nave 
turned millions and hundreds of millions of dollars into the treasuries 
of the world, and this from the crudest methods of mining. There are 
millions there still, in gravel that is not sufficiently rich for the gum 
boot miner of the wilderness, but promising a veritable bonanza for 
the hydraulic and the dredge which closer transportation make 
possible. 

With stocks having become unpopular, real estate dormant and 
ine usual lines of financial venture in times of peace suddenly brought 
to a standstill, attention must certainly be turned to mining, and this 
new field tributary to Edmonton has many points of attractiveness 
which will undoubtedly bring it into prominence. 
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THE WAR FINISHES WHEN THE 
MILITARY AUTOCRACY IS SUPPRESSED. 

When the time comes for the re-establishment of peace in Eu- 
rope, which is still in the distant future, it will be remembered against 
Germany that to make a treaty with the German bureaucracy would 
be a waste of time and ink. 

Germany, previous to the outbreak of this war, had treaties 
with other nations. The covenant guaranteeing the neutrality of Bel- 
gium became an international agreement in 1837, a written treaty in 
4870 and a scrap of paper in 1914. The Berlin agreement, which 
guaranteed the autonomy of Bosnia and Herzegovnia, bore the signa- 
ture of Germany and the Triple Alliance was a distinctively Germanic 
production. 

But when these treaties came to the test Germany ratified the 
neutrality of Belgium In ’70 for the purpose of satisfying Britain and 
Isolating France, only to violate it now in the hope of securing an ad- 
vantage over France. When, to promote Teutonic domination in 
Southern Europe, Austria ignored the Berlin agreement by grabbing 
the autonomous states, Germany not only absolved Austria in its vio- 
lation of the agreement which Germany was in honor bound to guar- 
antec, but held the other nations off while the violation was perpetrat- 
ed. Now, having set out upon a war of aggression, Germany, the 
nation which invited Italy in on the pretense that it was a defensive 
alliance, threatens Italy with vengeance if she fails to join with the 
Teutons in their war of agression. 

The German empire, as at present constituted, is of the same 
age only as the Dominion of Canada, but in her few years of national 
existence it has been very clearly proven that the Prussian readiness 
to violate any agreement constitutes the sum of the morals which go- 
vern Germany, Prussian morals consist of the barbaric belief that 
might is right. This has been the doctrine of the militarist in all the 
ages, and it is the militarist caste which has dominated Germany, As- 
quith put it clearly when he declared that the issue in this war is 
whether the world is to be governed by citizens or soldiers. 
as the soldier government of Germany continues there can be no 
peace, and a treaty with Germany’s military autocracy would be no 
guarantee of peace whatever, The war finishes when the military 
autocracy of Germany has been suppressed and its authors hanged or 
banished from the world's affairs.

Industrial Advertising “Pulls” 

Mr. Coleman stated that on his trips 
through the country, and especially in 
the states, he had noticed the adver- 
tising campaign which was belng car- 
ried on by the Edmonton industrial 
department in various pubilcations, 
relating to the possibilities and attrac- 
tiveness of this country, and drawing 
special attention to the Edmonton ex-

Since the war, however, it has been

would be a very sad mistake for the 
city to make, in view of the fact that 
at the lowest estimation, one million 
people will see the exhibit at San 
Diego, and the great amount of good 
advertising and results to be derived 
from the exhibit is not to be estimated 
in dollars and cents, but rather in the 
numbers of settlers who are bound to 
be attracted to Alberta and the td- 
monton district by the display and in- 
formation. 

Favors San Diego Exposition 

“There are scores of well-to-do 
farmers In the south that are just 
waiting to be introduced to such an 
opportunity as the Edmonton district 
presents,” said Mr, Coleman, “and I 
am sure that as a result of the year’s 
publicity at the San Diego exposition 
at least 1,000 settlers of the better 
class would be attracted here.” 

Mr, Coleman favored the San Diego 
fair as a place for an Alberta exhibit 
rather thatn San Francisco, as the im- 
mense proportions the 'Frisco fair will 
take would tend to cause any oe ex- 
hibit to be overshadowed, but not so 
with the San Diego fair, where agri- 
cultural exhibits of the most unique 
sort were being emphasized and fea- 
tured,

SASKATCHEWAN’S INCOME 
SHOWS INCREASE—HAS 
SURPLUS OF $552,066 


Regina, Sept, 24.—Saskatchewan's 
bonded indebtedness is twenty million 
dollars, according to figures submitted 


to the house yesterday by the Hon. 
George Bell, provincial treasurer, (in 
the course of his budget speech. In 


addition to the regular estimates, sup- 
plementary = estimates are being 
brought down to provide a sum of 
$750,000 to be devoted to patriotic pur- 
poses. Out of this fund will come the 
money to purchase the 1,500 remounts 
which the province ts donating to the 
imperial government 
Dealing with the income and ex- 
penditures for the year ending April 
30, 1914, Mr. Bell expressed the satis- 
faction of the government at the con- 
dition of revenue finances, the total 
income during the year amounted to 
$6,248,956, to which must be added 
$106,865 cash balance carried forward 
from the previous year, making a 
grand total in reecipts of  $§,355,821. 
The total expenditure over the same 
perfod was $5,803,756, leaving a cash 
surplus of $552,066. Mr. Bell said that

Harwich, Eng, Sept. 24.—The Great

Many of the 
survivors were in cold water for some 
time and are suffering severely from 
the effects of their immersion, 

Busy Attending Survivors. 

The regular staff of the converted 
hospital, assisted by volunteer nurses, 
worked steadily all last night and are 
still busy attending the survivors. 
‘Lhose allowed to get up from their cots 
and walk about the big hotel corridors 
make some humorous comments on 
each others attire, 

Much of the reticience is due to the 
strict orders of the admiralty that the 
officers and men of the three lost 
cruisers are not to talk for publication 
until a formal report has been made 
by the admiralty. 

Here and there in the hotel some 
survivor stops in his restless way to 
bemoan the fact that little chance was 
given them to revenge themselves on 
the German submarines. But the gen- 
eral impression is that at least two of 
the German submarines accompanied 
the cruisers to the bottom, 


Few Severe Wounds. 

Survivors on this side of the bay de- 
clare that so far as they know the of- 
ficers and men at the Shotley hospital 
have few severe wounds. Most of the 
men picked up were on deck at the 
time of the explosions and none of the 
vessels seemed to have suffered much 
above the water line. The severe cas- 
valties were under the decks, where 
they were caught by the suddenness of 
the submarine attack, 

Surviving officers say that the total 
number of men saved from the three 
cruisers must be about (number de- 
leted by censor.) 

They express the opinion that the 
casualties in the engineers’ room and 
stokhold must have been terribly 
heavy. 

The cruiser Lowestoft which did re- 
markable rescue work is today an- 
chored close to the dock where the 
survivors landed.
